The soil should be rich and well pulverized. 
Otherwise it will be necessary to haul in 
enough good dirt to make a covering one 
foot deep. This should be of medium texture 
and the surface should be smooth and fine, 
with stones, roots and clots removed. Before 
sowing the seed a commercial lawn grass fer- 
tilizer should be worked in at the rate of 500 
pounds per acre. After this wait for the soil 
to settle thoroughly—and you can’t wait too 
long. It is best to wait for several hard 
rains, but if the weather is dry it will be 
hecessary to soak the ground wel] and then 
wait until the dirt is not sticky when pressed 
in the hand. Then, you are ready. But, do 
not proceed if the wind is blowing. Use one 
pound of seed for every 15x15 or 225 square 
feet, and sow North and South and then 
East and West, or vice versa. This insures 
even distribution. Follow by using a light 
roller or the back of the spade to press the 
seed gently into the soil. Mow first with a 
sharp scythe and afterward with the lawn- 
mower.

The word “frost-proof” does not mean “freeze-proof.” But, Schwill’s frost-proof cabbage plants can stand a temperature 
of 20 degrees above zero without being damaged. 

There are a number of islands along the Southern Coast where the soil and climatic conditions are just suited for grow- 
ing tough, hardy cabbage plants during the winter and early spring. The plants make a slow but steady growth, until at 
eight to ten weeks of age they are very tough and hardy, the buds are purple and the outer leaves a reddish brown. When 
in this condition they can be shipped to territory further north and be planted in the open ground a month to six weeks 
sooner than the home-grown hotbed or cold frame plants. 

The top of the plant does not grow until your regular Spring weather opens up, but the roots grow from the time they 
are planted, and just as soon as spring weather starts, the established root growth assimilates the ‘fertilizer in the soil 
and the plants grow very fast, maturing headed cabbage two to three weeks sooner than you can mature them from hotbed 
and cold frame plants.

Success in the cultivation of flowers from seeds depends to a great extent on the earlier operations. Much of the disap- 


pointment and failure that attends this pursuit may be avoided by carefully noting the class to which each belongs and 
then following the appropriate culture. Generally speaking, brief culture directions are printed on every packet of seed 
sold, and in some instances they prove sufficient, but we here offer a few suggestions which may be helpful to beginners. 

The first and most essential requisite is Reliable Seeds. Next, a suitable soil. That best suited for flower culture is a 


rich loam containing enough sand to make it porous. A large portion of the summer flowers are Annuals. As they do not ~ 


take kindly to transplanting, it is best to sow seed where theplants are to bloom. Sow from March until June in dry 
soil previously fertilized by bone meal, sheep manure, or similar stimulants. Make a broad but shallow depression in which 
to sow the seeds as thinly and evenly as possible and coverin proportion to the size of the seed. Very small seeds 

puowld net be covered. Press them into the soil with a flat board. The seedlings should be thinned out during moist or 
ull weather. 

Half Hardy Annuals—Towards the end of March seeds of this class may be sown in the place where they are to bloom. 
It is advisable, however, to sow the seeds in February and March indoors, either in pans, shallow boxes or pots. When 
the little plants have made three or four leaves, reset them in another box so they may be strong and sturdy to set in the 
garden at planting time. Occasional watering with weak liquid sheep manure is beneficial. ; 

Hardy Perennials—These may be sown in open borders any time from April to October. Biennials require treatment sim- 


ilar to hardy perennials. By sowing, seeds in boxes or pots in cold frames in February and March and iransplanting the € 


seedlings to a north border, a much earlier bloom will be secured. The seeds of perennials usually germinate slowly.

It is so named because 
it was obtained from the Sudan government in Khartum, when a systematic search 
was made for a form of Johnson grass without root-stalks. It will produce more 
hay per acre than any other grass grown in the South and it will do it quicker.

Sudan Grass is strictly an annual, growing to a height of 3 to 5 feet in drilled 
seedings and 5 to 8 feet in cultivated rows. Drilled seedings are preferred for 
hay. It requires a warm climate and is of most value as an emergency hay crop. 
The best time to cut it for hay is when the heads are in full bloom. This hay is 
equal in value to timothy, millet or Johnson Grass. Experiments have shown 
Sudan Grass to be an excellent roughage for work animals and stock cattle and 
only slightly less valuable than alfalfa hay for milk cows. (Farmers’ Bulletin 1126.) 


Sudan Grass is not exacting as to soil. It does best in rich loam, but has been 
successful on every class of land, from a heavy clay toa light sand. Sow_in a 
firm seed bed, after the soil has become warm, usually two weeks after corn- 
planting time.

Gh GS SEE Alfalfa (Medicago Sativa) is a deep-rooted, hardy perennial forage plant, belonging to the family 

SEED WITH which includes beans, peas and clover. It is equal to red clover in feeding value, but yields a greater 
HUMOGERM tonnage per season.

A GREAT FORAGE AND SOIL IMPROVING CROP 


Velvet Beans make an enormous growth of vines; greater, in fact, than any other 
known forage plant, in the same length of time, surpassing even the cowpea. Velvet 
Beans are usually planted in rows 4 to 5 feet apart, at the rate of about half a bushel 
per acre. As a soil improver they are considered superior to cowpeas, as they make 
larger growth and heavier foliage. In the South these beans are generally grown in 
with the corn. The corn is planted in rows five feet apart, and the corn about three 
feet apart in the row. The beans are planted in the drill between the corn. At the 
last working of the corn, beans are planted again in the middles between the rows of 
corn. When the corn is dry, it is pulled from the stalk and the cattle afterward turned 
in to graze in the Velvet Bean and corn field. It furnishes nutritious and valuable 
food for cattle, and furnishes the cheapest method of fattening cattle known. At the 
same time the roots and what is left of the vines after the cattle are taken off, make 
a good soil improver when turned under.

Dwarf Essex Rape 


Dwarf Essex Rape has been termed the economical pasture crop for sheep, 

hogs, poultry and cattle. As such it is growing in popularity each year as 

our patrons realize its worth. Formerly it was raised chiefly for sheep and 
lambs. 


The yield has been as high as ten tons of green forage per acre, and for 
fattening, it is claimed that it has a value double that of clover. Lambs, 
fed on rape alone, have shown a gain of 7 to 8 pounds per month on official 
test. 


When sown in corn, at the last working, a fine crop can be grown at a 
cost of about $1.50 per acre and an acre of rape will pasture 20 hogs for two 
months. One of our rape admirers has said that “A hog never makes a 
real hog out of himself until he gets into a field of rape.” 


Stock should not be allowed in a rape field when they are too hungry, or 
_ when the rape is wet.. Bloating sometimes results. Salt, also, should be 
handy.

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SORGHUMS AND PEANUTS 


SORGHUM 


Sorghum hay, when properly cured, has no equal as a roughage that is cheap 
and yet wholesome. The sorghums are generally supposed to have a very exhaus- 
tive effect on the landg@but the idea is largely erroneous. As a matter of fact, 
they are no more exhaustive than any other crop, which produces an equal 
tonnage. The ill effects are due to the bad physical condition in which sorghum 
leaves the land. But, with reasonable rotation of crops and early plowing, sorghum 
can be grown with as little bad effect on the land as any other crop, except 
legumes. Sorghum needs a firm, well-settled seed bed for heavy yields. And the 
planting of sorghum deserves more careful attention than any other operation 
entering into the production of the crop. The time, method and rate of planting 
mean success or failure in the degree in which judgment is shown. Still, many 
believe it should spring up like weeds. And, when it doesn’t they blame it on 
poor seed.

FARM AND GARDEN CALENDAR 


1926 


Monthly Operation for the Farm and Garden for the Different Months of the Year 


THE TIME FOR PLANTING SEEDS, ETC., AS GIVEN IN THE DIFFERENT MONTHS BELOW 
MUST, OF COURSE, BE GOVERNED BY THE WEATHER AND CONDITIONS OF THE GROUND. 


IN THE GARDEN—Get the hotbeds ready and 
January sow Cabbage, Tomatoes, Lettuce, Cauliflower, 
Beets, Onions, and Kohl Rabi. Sow out doors Spring Tur- 
nips, Mustard, Spinach and Extra Early Peas, if weather is 
moderate and ground pulverizes when plowed or spaded. 
Plant Sweet Peas. 


Endive, Collards and Cabbage for late use. Bunch Beans, Pole 
Beans, Tomato Seed for late use; Okra. 

IN THE FIELD—Continue planting Field Corn; Mexican 
June Corn will do well planted in this month. Soy Beans, 
Pearl Millet, Sudan and Bermuda Grass, Stock Peas of all 
sorts, German and Hungarian Millet. 


IN THE GARDEN—Plant Extra Early and Mar- 
February \} via Peas. Plant Potatoes for a general crop. 
Sow Radishes, Turnips, Mustard, Spinach and Onion Seed in 
open ground. Sow in hotbeds Beets, Pepper, Egg Plant and 


Tomato Seeds. Plant Onion Sets. 


IN THE FIELD— Lawns should be 
looked after. Give a top dressing of 
fertilizer. Sow Emerald Lawn Grass, 
Red Rust Proof and Burt Oats, Grass 
Seeds, Canada Field Peas, and Lespe- 
deza. 

IN THE ORCHARD—Set out all kinds 
of Fruit Trees and other Nursery stock. 


IN THE GARDEN—This is an 

March active month in this section. 
Sow English Peas—the wrinkled varie- 
ties can now be planted. Sow out doors 
Carrots, Parsley, Cabbage, Beets, Let- 
tuce, Salsify, Parsnips, Leek and Onion 
Seeds. Early Corn can be planted about 
the 15th. Onion sets can yet be planted. 
This is also a good month for planting 
Potatoes. Put out Asparagus, Rhubarb, 
-and Horse Radish Roots. Set Cabbage, 
Onion and Cauliflower Plants. Sow 
hardy kinds of Flower Seeds. Plant 

Roses. 


IN THE FIELD — Sow all sorts of 
Clover Seeds, Grasses, Oats, Alfalfa, 
Lawn Grass Seeds, Sorghum, Field Corn, 
Artichoke and Lespedeza. 

IN THE ORCHARD—Continue to set 
out Fruit Trees, Raspberry, Blackberry, 
Strawberry Plants, Figs.

dive, Parsnips, Salsify, Radishes, Leek,

Mexican June Corn can be planted. Sow 
Buckwheat for Bees. Plant Potatoes 
the latter part of the month for raising 
the second crop.

August the time to start a fall gar- 
den. Bush Beans, all kinds, will do well. 
Sow Kale, Lettuce, Early and Winter 
Radishes, Turnips and Rutabagas, Mus- 
tard, Beets, Parsley, Cucumbers, Squash, 
Collards and late Cabbage. Plant Pota- 
toes for a second crop; the old crop or 
cold storage seed are best. 

IN THE FIELD—German Millet can 
be sown as late as the 15th of the month. 
Sow some Crimson and Burr Clover, 
Dwarf Essex Rape and Seed Rye for 
winter pasture. 


IN THE GARDEN—Sow 
September Radishes, Corn Salad, 


Lettuce, Mustard, Kale, Spinach, Endive, 
Turnips of all sorts; Onion Seed for 
transplanting. Set out Shallots and 
Onion Sets. 

IN THE FIELD—This should be an 
active month on the farm. Sow Crim- 
son Clover as early as you can this 
month; all kinds of Grass Seeds, Red 
Clover, Alfalfa and Burr Clover now. 
Sow Vetch, Rye, Barley, Appler and 
Winter Turf Oats, Dwarf Essex Rape. 


IN THE GARDEN — Sow 
October Kale, Spinach, Corn Salad 


_ Peas, Soy Beans, Sorghum, Chufas. 
- nuts, Pearl or Cat Tail Millet, Sudan and Bermuda Grass. 


Mustard, Turnips, Cress, Swiss Chard, 
Celery, Tomatoes, Cucumbers, Squash, Sweet Corn—in fact, 
most everything can now be planted. Plant Bush Snap Beans. 
Potatoes can be planted. Do not fail to plant our Early Sur- 
prise Corn for roasting ears; it will please you. Cabbage, 
Lettuce, Beets, Cauliflower and Tomato Plants should be set 
out. Plant Tuberose, Dahlia, Gladiolus and Canna Bulbs;

Bush Beans, Pole Beans, Lima Beans, Sugar 
Corn, Beets, Salsify, Parsnips, Squash, Cucumbers, Okra, Can- 
taloupes, Watermelons, Pumpkins, Egg Plant, Peppers, Cress, 
Carrot, Lettuce, Endive_and Kohl Rabi; Herbs of all sorts. 
Set out Tomato, Egg Plants, Pepper Plants. 

IN THE FIELD—Sow German and Hungarian Millet, Stock 
Plant Cotton, Corn, Pea- 


June IN THE GARDEN — Plant Sugar and other Early 
Corns, Cucumbers, Melons, Squash, Pumpkins. Set 
out Sweet Potatoes, Egg and Pepper Plants. Sow Radishes, 


and Winter Radishes. Sow outside Cab- 
bage for transplanting into cold frames next month. Lettuce 
in beds for winter use.

IN THE GARDEN—Very little can be done this 
December month. Sow Cauliflower and Cabbage and 
Beets for spring use. Sow in frames some early forcing Rad- 
ish, also Lettuce. Dutch Bulbs can be put out. 

IN THE ORCHARD—Set out Fruit, Shade and Ornamental 
Trees of all kinds, and Strawberry Plants.
